Johnson’s trial 
to start In 10 days 


Date of the murder trail of Vernon Vilroy 
Johnson, Sierra Madre, will be set on Nov. 3 
in Superior Court, Dept. H. The trial will 
probably begin in 10 days from this date. 

Johnson is accused of murdering his wife, 
Betty Florence Johnson, whose body was found 
a block from the Johnson home^ In Sierra 
Madre 1 Vi years ago. According to coroners’ 
reports, Mrs. Johnson died of a gunshot wound 
to her head. 

A gun was found early the next morning 
by the Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team 
down the cliff from the Johnson home. 

Johnson has been out on $50,000 bail 
since being arrested the day after the murder. 

The trial is open to the public.

Westkamper answered quickly, “In general, 
the district has been very careful with the use of 
funds. They have invested and utilize the interest 
of the money to reduce the taxes.” 

One question posed to the two candidates 
queried why Sierra Madre does not have pumping 
rights if we belong to the water district. West- 
kemper answered, “Arcadia pumps in the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley Basin. 1 have no reservations for 
joining MWD. They spread water to build up the 
reserve in the San Gabriel Basin.” 

Rule said he had no objection to joining MWD 
and reminded the audience that he had introduced 
the possibility when he was mayor in the ’70s. 


Bernard Westkamper, incumbent for the po¬ 
sition of board member, San Gabriel Valley Muni¬ 
cipal Water District, and challenger Ralph Rule, 
both of Sierra Madre, were stars of Candidates’ wered 
Night last Wednesday at Essick House, sponsored 
by Sierra Madre Woman’s Club. 

Westkamper gave a brief history of the role 
Sierra Madre has taken as part of the district roll 
these last years. “This district signed a contract 
with the state department of water resources . . . 
Probably in the 1930s or thereabouts, Metro Water 
District built a pipeline at Grandview Ave. (in 
Sierra Madre), and paid us $10,000 for the ease¬ 
ment ... In the ’60s, Sierra Madre decided 
being part of the district was not a good idea 
and tried to get out of the district . . . The 
big problem is getting the water to Sierra Madre 
since the main pipeline doesn’t go anywhere near 
us. That’s been a bone of contention for years. 

The district is hopefully trying to get a well in 
Arcadia and get the systems to connect . . . 

There are a couple of stickers such as who’s 
going to pay for the pumping costs? ... My 
efforts in the district have been devoted to ex¬ 
amining field operations. As a practical matter, 
there can be no further economics.” 

Challenger Ralph Rule explained why he had 
chosen to run for the job of director of the water 
district: “1 believe Sierra Madre has taken the 
brunt of belonging to the district since 1957 . . . 

People in Sierra Madre should be concerned about 
supplemental water. They have not kept up to date. 

No one comes to Sierra Madre to tell the city 
fathers what is happening. I demand that Sierra 
Madre be brought up-to-date with some kind 
of supplemental water. This has nothing to do with 
your water. Only in a severe drought or an over¬ 
draft of the Raymond Basin (would bring on 
severe need to Sierra Madre). Sierra Madre hasn t 
had the need ... If I were elected, 1 would go 
immediately to the City Council for guidance. 
Somebody must work to bring water to Sierra 
Madre. We don’t have money to do it . . .

An interrogator from the audience asked the 
men about clarity of Sierra Madre’s water supply 
and Westkamper answered, “Feather River water 
contains no carcinogens (explaining the origin of 
our water), there are no carcinogens in Sierra 
Madre water . . . Generally speaking, the two 
wells in the San Gabriel Basin are continually 
monitored.” 

Rule also supported Sierra Madre’s water by 
explaining that we have “the best, cleanest, clear¬ 
est water and we are not near any landfills. 
There is no leakage and no spills.” 

Rule went on to explain again that every city 
has to join a water district. “We were forced to 
join a district. We decided not to join and were 
called a maverick city ... I can’t see us joining 
MWD now because we’d have to pay back taxes 
since the beginning of time.” 

These two candidates are running for the same 
post: member of the Board of Directors of the 
San Gabriel Valley Water District. Residents of 
Sierra Madre will vote for one of them in the 
I’ll do the holler- Nov. 4 election.

Republicans 
outnumber 
Democrats in 
S. California 

In surrounding cities and Sierra 
Madre, the Republicans outnumber the 
Democrats except for Pasadena. And al¬ 
though those facts are straight, Democ¬ 
rats are a tad ahead of the Republicans 
county-wide. 

There are 1,965,052 Democrats 
(55.45%) and 1,249,160 Republicans 
(35.25%). American Independents number 
33,780 (.95%), Libertarians are at 14,806 
or .42% and Peace and Freedom mem¬ 
bers equal 13,880 or .39%. That leaves 
6137 for miscellaneous and 260,567 
(7.35%) who refuse to acknowledge their 
being a part of any of the parties. 

Sierra Madre Is made up of 2574 
Democrats and 3971 Republicans; 80 Ame¬ 
rican Independents, 52 Libertarians and 24 
Peace and Freedom members; not count- 
ino miscellaneous or those who refuse to 
state their party affiliations. That leaves 
7317 voters in this town. 

Arcadia has a much higher percent¬ 
age of Republicans at 18,896 with 8017 
Democrats, naming only the leading par¬ 
ties. Monrovia has 7333 Republicans and 
6313 Democrats. 

Pasadena, however, has 33,860 De¬ 
mocrats and 26,254 Republicans out of 
66,264 registered voters. 

Ultimately, these numbers don’t 
mean anything If those registered voters 
don’t show up at the polls next week. 

We urge you to exercise your voting 
rights next Tuesday, Nov. 4.

Now that the new tax plan is the law of 
the land, a good review of where you stand 
and what’s needed before the end of 1986 
is a good idea. You may be situated so that 
you can sit tight — or you may need to make 
some major moves before New Year’s eve rolls 
around. 

It, for example, you have some nice tax 
shelters (including some forms of real estate), 
this may well be the last year of life for some 
shelters. You’ve heard that the provisions of 
the new law aren’t fully in place until 1988? 
True; but many deductions, asorted shelters 
and even the late great capital gains tax will 
be gone on Jan. 1, 1987. At the same time, 
the new two-bracket system (15% and 28%) 
isn’t a complete reality until the following year. 
Moral; 1987 may well be a good year to 
hold earnings down, if you can, because many 
deductions that bite the dust next year could 
boost your taxable income, even though your 
real income stays there and yawns at you. 

While it’s still mostly a mystery, just who 
wins and who loses under the new system, one 
thing is sure; the tax people are doing fine. 
Call yours now — even the most basic house¬ 
hold budgets could be affected by this new 
ballgame.

grants for local water 
systems. Money would 
be used for constructing, 
improving or rehabilita¬ 
ting water systems. As 
with most bonds, the 
state could back its bor¬ 
rowed money primarily 
by sales taxes and with 
personal and corporate 
income taxes, and can 
anticipate a loss of tax 
revenue as otherwise tax¬ 
able income is sheltered 
by the bond. 

Proposition 56, High¬ 
er Education Facilities 
Bond Act of 1986, would 
authorize the state to sell 
$400 million worth of 
general obligation bonds 
over the next two years 
to improve California’s 
public higher education 
system. The money 
would be divided bet¬ 
ween land acquisition 
and buildings to provide 
new facilities, renovate 
existing buildings, buy 
new equipment and 
make short-term loans to 
community colleges. 

Proposition 57, Re¬ 
tirement Benefits, consti¬ 
tutional amendment, eli¬ 
minates the connection 
between future increases 
in the salaries of the per¬ 
sons serving in the 11 
state offices and the re¬ 
tirement benefits of 


office prior to Oct. 7, 
1974. Therefore, begin¬ 
ning Nov. 5, 1986, these 
retired officials would 
receive only one adjust¬ 
ment — an annual cost- 
of-living increase — sav¬ 
ing the state about 
$400,000 per year. 

Adams explains that 
this affects only a few 
state-wide officials.

Proposition 58, Tax¬

Local school 
is vandalized

Students and faculty returned to school Tuesday 
to find that Sierra Madre School had been van¬ 
dalized sometime Monday afternoon or evening. 

Doors, walls and play equipment were defaced 
with a black shoe polish of paint and costs to 
repair the damage will probably reach into the 
hundreds of dollars. 

In all, 20 separate areas of the west and north 
campus were defaced with a gang-type of graffiti, 

A local police officer stated that graffiti of this 
type has been appearing in the area due to a group 
of youths forming a gang. The officer further 
explained that the markings “IxPx 13” stands for 
the individuals’ initials and that the number 13 
means that they use mSirijuana in their group. 
Other repetitious words appear as gang member 
names, such as “Snoopy Boop,” “Joker,” along 
with racial slurs of “White Power,” indicating it is 
a white gang. 

In the past, a group of teenaged youths using 
the school’s patio area as a meeting place after 
school would write similar forms of graffiti on the 
lunch benches and tables, but only recently have 
major forms of destruction to school property 
begun to appear. Posters have been burned off 
doors, beer bottles broken on the play area, and 
plaster walls and storage areas broken into with 
equipment thrown around the field or stolen.

Homeowners^ association 
got off ground Wednesday 


The infant homeowners’ association took its 
first tentative steps in Sierra Madre Monday even¬ 
ing when it embarked on establishing a steering 
committee. Particular interest was shown in the pos¬ 
sible establishment of an association by the full 
house of Sierra Madre citizens in the senior cit¬ 
izen park house that evening. 

Volunteers for the steering committee were to 
meet last evening, Wednesday, at Foster and Mar¬ 
garet Buckner’s home at 115 N. Canon at 7:30 
p.m. Results of that meeting will appear in next 
week’s edition of The News. 

Members who volunteered to work on the steer¬ 
ing committee include the following: Phyllis Ben- 
net, Ellen Nolan, Adrienne T. Schnaider, Gary 
and Kathy Hood, Bev and Art Artinian, Sandra 
Kelly, Joy Phillips, William Schmidt, Jerry Adkins, 
Alice Feeney, Lee Cline, Anele Diaz, Foster Buck¬ 
ner, and Abe and Kerry Lynn Isras and Karl 
and Ruth Teigler. 

The group plans to establish a board of di¬ 
rectors and bylaws after the steering committee has 
determined the actual thrust of the organization. 

Buckner said, “We had hoped City Attorney 
Charles Martin would be here tonight. He offered 
to come but at the last minute he was advised 
he could not attend. He was coming as a volun¬ 
teer.” 

The crowd suggested goals of the group such 
as zoning changes, dealing with nuisances, someone 
to monitor Planning commission and city Council 
meetings, “zoning and hacking up neighborhoods,” 
“maintaining Sierra madre ’as is,’ ” striving to bring 
older buildings to code, dealing with illegal addi¬ 
tions, illegal rentals, absentee landlords, limiting 


density of new construction, conforming architec- 


Others were worried about increased traffic, 
both in the downtown area and in the areas where 
large condominiums are being built. Someone asked 
who would pay for the extra water that is being 
used by the increased population in the condos? 
Still others questioned the parking problems not 
only in downtown Sierra Madre, but also the res¬ 
idential streets. 

After the laundry list of complaints was mouth¬ 
ed, Art Artinian said, “Lpt’s pick out the most 
important ones and get rid of the chaff. I d like 
to see this group not a bunch of complainers or 
gadflies. I’d like to caution you to make a shop¬ 
ping list of gripes, then let’s get the job done. 

“Collectively we can do something that sin¬ 
gularly we can’t do. There’s strength in coming to¬ 
gether. The city government is cooperative. They 
want to do a good job. They need our sup¬ 
port, our participation and help.” 

Stan Hutchinson, chairman of the Planning 
Commission, reminded participants that there is an 
established general plan which went into effect in 
1959 and was modified in 1972. 

“Only R-3 zones can receive the kind of 
construction (you’re talking about). If a developer 
requests construction in an R-3 zone neither the 
City Council nor the Planning Commission can 
turn him down. Only 20% of the R-3 has been 
utilized (in Sierra Madre). We have hearings coming 
up on the enforcement of zoning and more strin¬ 
gent R-3 codes . . . The laws are in place. We’re 
responsible. You have to start with the law.

This is the last in a p 
series of up-daled ar- o 
tides for Sierra Madre ti 
voters providing infor- v 
malion on the San Ciab- ( 
riel Valley Municipal 
Water District which will 
have two candidates lor 
the office of Member, 
Board of Directors, Div¬ 
ision 4 (our Sierra Madre 
representative) on the 
November ballot. 

The two candidates 
are Bernard P. Wesl- 
kamper, incumbent and 
former Sierra Madre Di¬ 
rector of Public Works, 
and Ralph R. Rule, 
member of the Sierra 
Madre city council for 
12 years and Sierra Mad¬ 
re mayor three limes. 

Sierra Madre belongs 
to an independent four- 
city water district, to 
which Sierra Madre pro¬ 
perly owners pay taxes 
far higher than do res¬ 
idents of neighboring ci¬ 
ties which belong to the 
Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict. 

Charlie Martin is our 
city attorney now and

Prescott Lieberg, chair¬ 
man of the district’s < 
board of directors, sees • 
a tremendous advantage 
in being a part of a 
small, independent dis¬ 
trict because “we have 
local control and a guar¬ 
anteed source of good 
water.” 

Being the proven step¬ 
child, however, would 
seem to refute the advan¬ 
tage to Sierra Madre of i 
“local control.” After 
29 years of promises and 
no action, having one 
vote in five would ap¬ 
pear to be not all that 
different from having 
one vote in 130, as we 
would as a member of 
MWD. And, if Director 
Johnson is correct, the

ic If we ever do run out 
1 - of water, no doubt we’ll 


all be glad to take any¬ 
thing that isn’t lethally 
laced with arsenic, but 
those Colorado River 
salts running under 
Grandview look more 
and more palatable, as 
both pollutants and as¬ 
tronomical costs arc 
weighed in the bal¬ 
ance. 

In the meantime, we 
are locked into our 
small, expensive district 


and continue to pay 
dearly for promises. 

What can we do? 

Given all the facts, our 
solution would appear to 
lie in one of two al¬ 
ternatives: 1 ) demand 
that the district make 
another “trade” with 
MWD which would 
guarantee Sierra Madre 
the right to take water 
from the Grandview 
pipeline, if ever need¬ 


ed, or 2 ) push the dis¬ 
trict board toward ap¬ 
plying for membership 
in MWD, which would 
afford us the same right. 

Discussions have 
taken place among the 
directors on this second 
subject and perhaps the 
time is right for a 
“squeaky wheel” ap¬ 
proach. 

These are some of the

Proposition 59, Elect¬ 
ed District Attorney, 
would require the office 
of the district attorney 
to be filled by election 
in all counties. Although 
all district attorneys in 
the state’s 38 counties 
are currently elected to 
office, a state statutory 
law still on the books 
allows voters to make 
the office appointive. 

Proposition 60, Tax¬ 
ation, Replacement Res¬ 
idences, a constitutional 
amendment, would au¬ 
thorize the Legislature to 
allow homeowners over 
the age of 55 to trans¬ 
fer the assessed value of 
their present home to a 
replacement home if all 
these conditions are met: 
the new home is used 
as the person’s principal 
residence; of equal or 
lesser value than the ori¬ 
ginal; located within the 
same county as the old; 
and purchased or built 
within two years of the 
sate of the old property. 


Proposition 61, Pub¬ 
lic Official, Employee, 
Contractor Compensa¬ 
tion is the first initiative 
to qualify for the Nov¬ 
ember ballot. It is a Paul 
Gann-sponsored consti¬ 
tutional amendment that 
would overhaul laws 
governing compensation 
for elected and appoint¬ 
ed officials as well as 
laws dealing with pub¬ 
lic contracting. Proposi¬ 
tion 61 would set the 
governor’s salary at 
$80,000 and those of all 
other constitution officer 
at $52,500. It would ban 
the accumulation of sick 
leave and vacation time 
over succeeding years. 

State and local gov¬ 
ernments would probab¬ 
ly save about $250 mil¬ 
lion. There is also a 
chance that state and lo¬ 
cal governments would 
face a one-time payout 
of nearly $7 billion to 
compensate employees 
for vacation and sick 
leave time earned.

Proposition 62, Tax¬ 
ation, Local Govern¬ 
ments and Districts, is 
the late Howard Jarvis’ 
swan song to initiative 
lawmaking. It is meant 
to limit the power of 
local governments to le¬ 
vy taxes. This needs a 
two-thirds vote to pass. 

Proposition 63, Of¬ 
ficial State Language, 
sponsors argue that it re¬ 
cognizes in law what has 
long been social and po¬ 
litical reality. Propo¬ 
nents say that language 
is one element that binds 
a culture together, allow¬ 
ing diverse peoples to 
understand and respect 
each other. They also 
argue that the mea¬ 
sure would save the state 
money in bilingual trans¬ 
lation and printing costs. 

Proposition 64, Ac¬ 
quired Immune Deficien¬ 
cy Syndrome (AIDS), led 
by Khushro Ghandi, re¬ 
presenting the LaRouche- 
led National Democratic 
Policy Committee, argue 
that AIDS is presently 
out of control. Propo¬ 
nents maintain that the 
disease may be transmit¬ 
ted through casual con¬ 
tact and that the AIDS 


virus is contagious and 
communicable. This 
would bring AIDS and 
AIDS carriers under laws 
and regulations which 
currently regular other 
communicable diseases. 
It could result in expand¬ 
ed testing programs, im¬ 
posing isolation or quar¬ 
antines. It would cost 
$1.2 billion to test 13 
million Californians. 

Proposition 65, Ex¬ 
posure Restrictions, pro¬ 
poses two additional re¬ 
quirements for busines¬ 
ses with 10 or more em¬ 
ployees. It prohibits bu¬ 
sinesses from knowing¬ 
ly releasing cancer-caus¬ 
ing chemicals or more 
than a fractional amount 
of other toxic materials 
into a source of drink¬ 
ing water. Fines would 
be increased for offend¬ 
ers and civil penalties im¬ 
posed. The measure 
would allow the state 
and local governments to 
sue those who broke the 
law.
